Russian Situation Acute. 

Daily the situation of the Russians on 
the eastern front grows increasingly 
acute. Across the Zbrocz river in Russia 
to the south of the Dneister and the 
Pruth rivers, in Bukowina and in the 
Carpathian region bordering Roumania, 
the Russians everywhere aré steadily 
falling back. So far have the operations 
of the Teutonic allies been advanced in 
Bukowina that seemingly the little Aus- 
trian crown jand soon again will be re- 
turned to the Austrians. . 

Numerous additional towns and van- 
tage points along the front have been 
captured by the Teutons. Berlin asserts 
that from the Pruth to the eastern foot- 
hffis of the Kelemen mountains, a dis- 
tance of approximately 100 miles, the 
Russians are steadily giving ground.

5 NEED AMERICAN TROOPS. 

LONDON, Aug. 2.—Maj. Gen. Fred- 
erick B. Maurice, chief director of mili- 
tary. operations at the war office, during 
his weekly talk to the press today, de- 
clared that events of the last fortnight 
in Russia -necessity mean a pro- 
longation of the war. 

** We cannot longer count on any great 
material assistance from Russia. This 
means a greater burden on the other 
entente allies, and for the United States 


— 


it means that she must come into the 


field. as soon as possible and with the 
greatest possible force. 

The events of the last two weeks on 
the Russian front have been a great dis- 
appointment to us. The Germans had 
made no preparations for a serious of- 
fensive. When the Russians attacked, 
the Germans used only the ordinary 
strategy of counter attacks with such 
troops as were immediately available. 


Disaffection. Spreads. 

“Certain bodies of Russians collapsed | 
and disaffection spread through a great 
section of the Russian front, with the 
result that the Russians had to abandon 
nearly all the ground won by Gen. Brus- 
Hoff last autumn. 

But if they can hold the lines where 
they now stand there is no reason to 
believe that the remainder of the Rus- 
sian front ‘will be materially affected. 
If the collapse spreads much further we 
shall begin to see what military men 
call ‘strategic results,“ necessitating 
withdrawals over large areas. The Rus- 
sian collapse unquestionably means the 
lengthening of the war.“ 


Kaiser Thanks Prince. 

BERLIN, via Copenhagen, Aug. 2.— 
Emperor William, according to an offi- 
celal statement today, telegraphed to 
Crown Prince Rupprecht of Bavaria his 
congratulations on the great success 
of the German Fourth army July 31 
“whereby the vehement Anglo-French 
attack intended to conquer the coast of 
Flanders failed.”

RUSSIAN FORCES! 


Gen 
eer Leader of 
Riga Army Quits. 


. PETROGRAD, Aug. 1.—Gen. Alexis A. 
Brussiloff, commander-in-chief of the 
Russian armies, has resigned. Gen. L. 
G. Korniloff, commander-in-chief of the 
Russian armies on the southwestern 
front, has been appointed generalissimo. 

Gen. Tcheremissoft, commander of the 
Eighth army, has been appointed to 


succeed Gen. Korniloff on the south- / 


western front. 
Gen. Vassilkovski, the Cossack officer, 


resigned 
military governor and has been ioe 
a command at the front. 


Riga Front Chief Quits. — 

Gen. Radko Dimitrieff; commander of 
the Russian troops on the Riga front. 
also has resigned his command, that of 
the Twelfth army. Gen. Parsky will 
succeed him, 

Gen. Dimitrieff, who is a’ Bulgarian, 
at the beginning of the war represented 
his country as minister to Russia. Im- 
mediately on the outbreak of hostilities 
he telegraphed his resignation to Sofia 
and offered his services to the Russian 
war office. 

His tender was giadiy accepted, for. 
-Dimitrieff had been commander in chief 
of the Bulgarian army in the latter 
part of the first Balkan war, but re- 
signed his commission when Bulgaria, 
at the instigation of Austria, attacked 
her former panting Serbia and Greece. 


Armies Turning on Foes, 


That some degree of order and disci- 
pline is being restored in the armies of 
the southwestern front, as indicated by 
recent official communications, which 
show that resistance is being made 


along the Zbrocz river, south of Husi- 


atyn, is borne out by telegrams from 
army officers to the war department and 
by newspaper dispatches. 

Civilian Commissioner Gobécha, one 
of several sent some time ago by the 
government to visit the various armies 
and endeavor to restore order, has sent 
the following message from the south- 
western front:

At a private meeting of the duma 
members several of them proposed the 
convocation of the house. M. Rod- 
zianko, the president of the duma, con- 
sidered that the psychological moment 
had not arrived for the convocation of 
the body. 


Assurance to Allies. 
Foreign Minister Terestchenko has 
sent the following telegram to Russian 
diplomatists accredited to the allied 
powers: 

„At @ moment when new and grave 
misfortunes are threatening Russia we 
consider it our duty to give to our allies 
a definite explanation of our point of 
view regarding the conduet of the war. 

Fully conscious of difficulties Russia 
has taken up the burden of conducting 
active military operations, The offensive 
of our armies encountered ineurmount- 
able obstacles on both fronts and in the 
interior of the country. Enemy agents 
provoked a revolution in Petrograd. At 
the same time part of the troops on the 
front were won by the same propaganda 
and forgot their duty to the country. 

Russia will not suffer herself to be 
deterred by any difficulty in carrying 
out the irrevocable decision to continue 
the war to a final triumph of the princt-

Invested Surplus . 

From the proposed 15 per cent rate it 
was estimated that 325,000, 00 in reve- 
nues would result. The 10 per cent tax 
will raise much less, as, in addition to 
the 6 per cent reduction, the committee 
decided to exempt from the 10 per cent 
tax surplus that is “actually invested 
and employed in business or retained for 
employment in the reasonable require- 
ments of the business.“ 

The new floor tax on sugar, coffee, 
tea, and cocoa is at the same rates as 
prescribed in the bill for consumption 
taxes on these products. The rates are: 
Sugar, % cent a pound; coffee, 2 cents; . 
tea, 5 cents, and cocoa, 2 to 5 cents. 
Limited amounts in the hands of small 
dealers are to be exempt.

WAR PURPOSES, : 
he statement credited to a high government 


— 


official that the United States is in the war “to 


lick Germany” cannot be accepted as a complete 
definition of American intent. The statement pro- 
ceeds to say that nothing more definite than this 
has been discussed with the allies and that no 
specifications of a possible peace have been drawn. 

This explanation, because of its anonymous 
character and its evident lack of consideration of 
facts, might escape comment if any other state- 

ment had been made or if there were any prospect 
of another being made. 

Possibly “licking Germany” is a good popular 
motive, but it is not good national policy. We are 
not interested in licking Germany unless some- 
thing is gained by doing it. We do not even know 
of what a licking would be considered to consist. 

‘Barly in the war the triumphal entry of troops 


into Berlin was regarded as the objective. After 


that everything would be determined according 
to the wisdom of the allies. We know now that 
Germany must accept terms displeasing to her 
and acceptable to the nations allied against the 


central European powers, but we do not know at 


what stage of the military efforts it will be possi- 
ble to obtain these terms and we do not know 
what the terms are as they affect the United 
The defeat of Germany is a military necessity. 
The army can consider no other prospect and is 
concerned with no other result. Our confidence is 
supreme. We know that thé United States will 
not withdraw its hand until the defeat of Ger- 
many has been accomplished. But dit lomacy has 
other aims than mere defeat. That is a militaristic 
principle and a militaristic necessity. Soldiers. are 
not concerned with policies, but with methods. 
They want and must have success in the field. 
That is what they give the diplomats and states- 
men to enable them to continue the work. 
When diplomacy says that the object of the 


United States is to defeat Germany it has stated

a military objective and not a diplomatic one. We 


are still in the dark as to the objects, the definite, 
specific objects the United States seeks in the 
war. It seems to us that a definition is important. 
It is not imaginable that the purpose is merely to 
kill a mad dog. 


THE RUSSIAN COMMISSION. 


The Russian commission comes to Chicago at a 
time when the true Russia, struggling toward 
democracy, needs the encouragement of all democ- 
The men who compose the commission are 
true Russian patriots and, perplexed as they must 
be by ihe uncertain prospects of a great country 
in great upheaval, they merit the appreciation and 
understanding of all Americans who know that a 


true democracy firmly established at the east of 


Europe would democratize the whole of Europe. 

Autocracy cannot stand in central, Europe be- 
tween western and eastern democracy. The men | 
who will be greeted by ‘Chicago are forces intel- 
ligently at work to establish a stable condition of 
true freedom in what was recently a great empire. 


GERMAN SPIES IN AMERICA. 
There is exhilaration in a good fight squarely 
fought. After the fight you can shake hands and 
be friends. But when you discover that, long 
before the fight and while accepting your hospital- 
ity, the other fellow was corrupting your servants, 
poisoning your well, and rigging an infernal ma- 
chine under your bed, you feel somewhat as Amere 
ica feels on discovering what the Germans were 
up to in San Francisco away back in 1913. 

Between Germany and England all was then 
sweetness and amity—that is, on the surface. Be- 
tween Germany and America tne same geniality 
prevailed—on the surface. Between America and 
England solemn treaty obligations were in force. 
Everywhere peace reigned. And yet Germany 
even then was using American territory as a base 
for warlike preparations against England. Ger- 
man agents appeared in San Francisco, There 
they plotted with Hindus for a revolt in India. It 
was done openly. 3 | 

The war in Europe broke out and America de- 
clared herself neutral. Thereupon Germans visited 
Hindus on the Pacific coast and registered all who 
consented to take a hand in the revolt. The India 
committee of the German foreign office in Berlin 
financed their work and directed it. Zimmermann 
himself gave it personal oversight. 

With money from Berlin the consptrators bought 
arms and ammunition. Recruits hastened to India. 
Munitions went by way It China and Japan. It 
Was an organized military expedition, recruited 
and equipped in the United States and sent out 
for service against a power with which we were at 

For their share in that noble performance quite 
a swarm of Germans and Hindus are now under 
indictment in San Francisco. The Germans inter- 
est us. One was formerly German consul in Chi- 
cago. Others were formerly German consuls at 
San Francisco, Honolulu, and Manila. Still others 
were formerly attachés of the German embassy.

digging for military secrets, digs at the very foun- 
dations of our friendships with other nations, and, 
not content with that, sows discord and sedition 
among our own people, we feel a resentment 


touched with loathing. The despicable side of such 


treachery lies not so much in the fact of its pre- 
ceeding the fight as in the fact that its conse- 
quences persist long after the fight and make rec- 
onciliation exceedingly difficult, —

"WOMAN PRISON ERS. 


The well-nigh unprintable abuse of women in 
Illinois jails is revealed with shocking literalness 
in Miss Hinrichsen’s latest report. Some progress 
toward decency has been made since the move- 
ment for prison reform began, but a lot still re- 
mains to be accomplished, and proper conditions 
will never prevail until the people of Illinois insist 
on them. At present they are apathetic. It is 
easy to get funds almost anywhere to improve the 
fire department. It is difficult to get funds to 
improve the jail. It is as difficult to stir up feel- 
ing that will demand the civilized treatment of 
men and women sent to jail. | 

We are not arguing for leniency. Let the law 
take its course. If a woman breaks the law let 
her pay the penalty. But not all women taken to 
jail have broken the law. While awaiting trial 
and discharge they have a right to be protected 
against insult and abuse. Even if they. hay 
broken the law it is not to the advantage of s 
ciety ‘at large to geprave them further. Quite = 
contrary. For our indifference, our stinginess, and 
our shortsighted folly we pay dear. Moreover, the

ENEDICT XV. has given orders 
for the trial at the Vatican of his 
former chamberlain, Mgr. von 
Gerlach, with a view to his being 
unfrocked and divested of his ecclesiasti- 
cal attributes. 

It may be recalled that in June last 
Mgr. von Gerlach, who is a fugitive from 
Italian justice, was sentenced by the 
Italian courts to imprisonment for life, 
after having been found guilty, not only 


the leading part in the blowing up, in 
port, of the Italian battleships Bene- 
detto Brin and Leonardo da Vinci, with 
all on board—a loss of nearly 2,000 lives, 

The Italian tribunal declared in its 
judgment that it did not consider it nec- 
essary to examine the question of the 
_ex-territoriality of the Vatican, since the 
evidence fully established the fact that 
the accused prelate carried on his crim- 
mal activities outside the walls of the 
‘Vatican clandestinely and in a manner 
‘entirely foreign and unknown to the 
pontiff or to any member of his court. 

Benedict XV. is intensely bitter against 
Mgr. von Gerlach and is determined to 
unfrock him and to inflict upon him all 
the penalties at the disposal of the 
church for the leading part which 
he took in the blowing up of the two 
Italian battleships..

by Georve IV. in 1824. But if, on the 
authority of the great Duke of Welling- 
ton, the remainder of the insignia was 
of gilt copper, what guarantee is there 


that the brilliants adorning the star of, 


the grand master were not of paste? 

This would go far towards accounting 
for the indifference displayed by the au- 
thorities towards the recovery of the 
missing insignia.

0 SE knows something about 
what Hoover has. done. Books have 
been written in praise of his work as 
head of the C. R. B.—the commission for 
- the relief of Belgium. The story of his 
business career has been told, with its 
last chapter, prior to the war, locating 
him in London as mining engineer, with 
branch offices in New York and San 

Francisco and mining interests scattered 

over half the world. 
Hoover Hard to Describe. 

But what about Hoover the man? What 
does he look like, talk Ifke, act like? 
What are his pet amusements, what are 
his chief faults, how are we all going to 
be impressed by him when he walks 
into every dining room three times a 
day until the war is over? : 

It isn’t easy to give any clear idea of 
Herbert Hoover. There is no single 
conspicuous feature to hang the picture 
on. If Hoover only had long red whis- 
kers, if he wore his hair long, or had 
acquired a monocle or an English accent 
during his long residence in London, the 
job would be easy. But he possesses 
none of those accomplishments or adorn- 
ments. 

He is of medium height and his figure 
is square and sturdy. He is smooth 
shaven, his face is broad rather than 
long, and his features are straight and 
regular. He looks younger than his 
years, which are only 43. He has a 
thick thatch of brown hair and he has 
not even begun to show the slightest 
signs of becoming bald headed. 


Well Dressed American. 

Tm afraid one would not turn to look 
twice at Hoover in a crowd. If he did 
he would conclude that here was a well 
dressed, well to do, good looking, young 
American business man—his nationality 
could not be mistaken. He looks, too, 
like a western man—which he is—and not 
at all like a Quaker—which he also is, 
by inheritance, at least. | 

Chatting with Hoover one needs listen 
closely, for he talks in a tone a little 
lower than that usually used in con- 


+ 


versation. That is not an affectation. / 


There is no affectation about him. His 
chief characteristic, perhaps, is direct- 
ness. He seems to know exactly what 
he wants to da and to have a good 
idea of how to get it. And he talks 
strajght to the point. - : 

It was direct, straightforward talk, in 
his low voice, that Hoover used in per- 
suading arrogant German generals and 
haughty dignitaries of the British for- 
eign office to permit him to buy, ship, 
and distribute food for the Belgians 
across barred waters and through lines 
of battle. 

It is not permitted to interview Mr. 
Hoover until after the food bill has been 

finally passed and signed, so what he 
said may not be set down here. 

| „What Is He After?” 

So far Hoover has been a distressing 
puzzle to the cynics of Washington. 
When a new man comes down to the 
national capital the first question they 
ask is What is he after?” 

In the case of Hoover they know it is 
not money. His salary and that of each 
of his chief assistants—all volunteers— 
has been fixed at $l a year. 

They are equally certain that Hoover 
has no political ambitions. No man 
would take the thankless job of trying 
to regulate food prices, distribution, and 
consumption, in which he is sure to 
make many enemies ahd an exceedingly 
uncertain number of friends, if he was 
planning to run for office. 

They have no idea that Mr. Hoover is 
in search of social prestige, for they 
have learned that no man is moré care- 
less of social conventions. In British so- 
cial circles Hoover was known as “ the 
rudest man in London.” Here in Wash- 
ington, even when he has guests &t din- 
ner, he is likely to leave the table sud- 
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quently quits a party of guests without 
explanations in order to write do. 1 
something that has occurred to him as 
worth recording. : 
Declined British Post. 

But the best proof of all is found in 
the fact that his great abilities as an 
organizer, being well recognized in Great 
Britain, when in the early days of the 
war he was offered a post of great re- 
sponsibility n the British government, 
which would have necessitated his giy- 
ing up his American citizenship, he re 
clined the offer without the slightest 
hesitation. | 

To have accepted it would have meant 
a certain Sir” before his name und the 
probability of a peerage after the war. 
A man who turns down chances of that 
kind has surely not been bitten by the. 
society bug. : . 

And, finally, when it was learned that 
Hoover's oldest son, a boy of 14, is at- 
tending the public high school at Palo 
Alto, Cal., the cynics gave up the social 
prestige theory as an utter impossibility. 


Claim He Seeks Power. 

There remains to the cynics only the 
idea that Hoover enjoys the exercise of 
great power and that he has come back 
to the United States now because the 
position of “food dictator” will give 
him free rein. That is the line of at- 
tack followed by Reed of Missouri, the 
noisy boy of the senate, of whom a man 
fond of Biblical allusions says he never 
before knew what was meant by “a 
reed shaken in the wind.“ 

Reed says that Egypt is the only coun- 
try that ever had a food administra- 
tion like that projected in the United 
States and compares Hoover with 
Pharaoh. When the latter got through 
with Egypt Senator Reed declares that 
the country was all to the bad, only, of 
course he did not use such language. 

From that day to this,” the senator 
said, “Egypt has walked with bowed 
head and broken heart. In her sad eyes 
the light of hope has never flashed. 
Dead as are the rocks of her mighty 
monuments, she lies at the gateway of 
human life like the entrance to @ sep- 
ulcher.“ 

Vast Power in Hands. 

Something like that is what Senator 
Reed expects Mr. Hoover to do to the 
United States. And. now that we know 
the worst, it may be admitted that the 
food administrator of the United States 
does enjoy the exercise of power, in 
which he does not differ from most 
strong and efficient men. He has had a 
lot of power for many years. | 

Born on a farm in Iowa and left an 


orphan when a small boy, he has sup- 
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| ported himself since he was 13. At the 


age of 25, four years after he had gradu- 
ated from the Leland Stanford univer- 
sity, he was appointed director and chief 
engineer of all the mines of the then 
empire of China. He took a leading part 
in the defense of Tientstn during the 
Boxer rebellion. He has managed mines 
in all the continents but South America. 
He has played a big part in the business 
world of London. 

He did well a tremendously difficult 
job in the feeding of Belgium—a task 
which he still directs, spending $10,000,- 
000 a month now in the United States for 
the relief of Belgium and north France. 
And now he has come back home to use 
his matured and tested powers in the 
service of his country. 


| Measures Up to Job. 

Once the food bill is signed by Presi- 
dent Wilson I think Hoover will quickly 
straighten out the present confusion and 
conflict of aathority—for which he is 
not responsible. 

He plans to see, first of all, that the 
people of the United States get an 
abundant supply of food; that foods are 
properly and evenly distributed; that 
speculation in food stuffs is stopped, 
and that prices are kept at a fair level. 
He will see also that all the possible 
surplus of foodstuffs is sent to feed our 
allies in Europe. 

He is one of the men in Washington 
who seems plainly to measure up to his 
job. ä

Widow Has Four Sons. 
Here are a few typical cases: 
A widow has four sons, all registered, 
all single, all living at home, all work- 
ing at hard labor, and all contributing 
to the maintenance of the home. The 


law says that a man supporting a wid- 


owed mother shall be exempt. The 
question now is whether any of these 
four sons shall be sent to war, and if 
not all of them are required to sup- 
port their mother, which one or ones 
of the four should be passed on to the 
service and which one or ones should 
be kept at home to take care of her 
and keep up the little home. 

A young man recently married a ste- 
mographer. He earns a small wage. 
They decided to buy a little home. She 
thought it the proper idea for her to 
continue working at the typewriter for 
@ couple of years to help him make the 
payments on the home. She makes al- 
most as much as the young husband, 
and could support herself on her own 
salary. The law says a married man 
who is supporting a wife is exempt. 
She could get along alone, financially, 
but Maj. Chiperfield is tmelined to the 
belief that exemptions should be — 
ed in such cases. 

| Responsibility Is Issue. 

It is the legal responsibility wad lia- 
bility—the property responsibility—that 
should govern in such cases,” said Maj. 
Chiperfield. “The young wife has a 
legal right to the support that her hus- 
band can It is not a question 
of whether she could get along without 
him by working herself. If he should go 
to war and she should lose her position 
or become ill and could not work, then 
an injury would be done in such à case. 


‘The places of all such young husbands 


as this one is at home—for the present 
at least. That is my judgment.” 

‘The law limits dependent relatives to 
wives, fathers, and mothers and miner 
children. 

But here is a novel situation for the 
exemption boards to dispose of. An 
orphan boy was given a humble home 
by a poor aunt, who managed somehow 
to keep the wolf and the collection agen- 
cies from the door until the boy grew 
up and was able to help provide their 
daily bread and a few comforts. The 
boy now is doing fairly well, and they 
are living very happily. But he is reg- 
istered for the draft. While the law 


does not take in his case, Maj. Chiper- 


field rendered an open verdict” that 
the exemption board officials should 
again fall back on their common sense 
and best judgment. 
Another Widow Tangle. 
Anyway, if an exemption should be 
granted in this case, it would be reviewed 


dy the appeal board for a final decision. 


A widow, her daughter, and one son 
She, though 55 
years old, is still able to earn about $10 
a week. The daughter is working, en- 
joying a salary of $10 a week, all of 
which the mother permits her to save 
and spend on herself.

“Common sense again,” smiled Maj. 
Chiperfield. “But in all such cases a 
careful investigation should be made. 
Bear in mind that the government does 
not desire to job any man or do a single 
injustice to dependents who will be left 
behind. If this boy is needed to support 
the home, then he should be exempt.” 

Scores of such inquiries were put up to 
the major, and unless the regulations 
specifically applied to the case, he put it 
back up to the local boards. to exercise 
their best judgment. 

As to Dependents Abroad. 

One definite ruling on the dependent 
relative regulation came from Wasb- 
ington last night. It was that no con- 
sideration should be given to cases 
where the dependents are residing in the 


old country. 


As several boards, particularly in the 
districts where the foreign born pre- 
dominate, got to work yesterday they 
found several young men, eligible for 
the draft, who are sending money back 
to the old country for the suppsrt of 
fathers and mothers and minor brothers 
and sisters. It was at first thought ex- 
ceptions might be made in such cases, 

but Provost Marshal General Crowder 
rules definitely that dependents of any 
class still residing abroad shall not be 
considered a cause for exemption, but 
only dpendents residing in the United 
States. 

Another knotty question, which was 
passed on to Gen. Crowder last night for 
a final ruling, affects the standing be- 
fore the of several young men of 
foreign birth who have taken out their 
Sret papers or have become naturalized, | 

Now Switch Ages.

Aug. 2.—[{Special.}]—If 
Gov. Lowden has any plan for meeting 
the coal price situation in advance of 
federal action he has not made it pub- 
ic. If he has indicated to any one that 
he proposes taking action on his own 
initiative, his confidence has been im- 
parted outside his official family in 
Springfield. 
“The attitude of the governor is said to 
be that he thinks the coal. prices ought 
to be brought down to whatever is fair. 
it is said to be his hope that readjust- 
ments will he made voluntarily in prices. 
However, he is not in position to force 
the Illinois coal operators to do any- 
thing with reference to coal prices. It 
‘ill require legislation to bring these 
gentlemen to time, if they choose to re- 
main opbdurate, and there are serious 
obstacles in the way of getting legisla- 
tion at this time. : 


Special Session Difficult.” 
In the first instance it will be difficult 


to get the legislature together before 


threshing time is over and the fall plow- 
ing is out of the way. And if it were 
convened there is no assurance that it 
would perform in accordance with the 
desires of the governor. It might do 
the reverse. 

The legislature which assembles in 
Bpringfield will not be the same one 
that did such excellent teamwork for 
Gov. Lowden last session. It will be 
composed of the same men, but they 
gre men in a far different frame of mind. 
When they were legislating last winter 
the state political patronage had not 
been distributed. Inspired by the pleas- 
ant prospect of favors yet to come, the 
assemblymen were a most obliging lot. 


Change of Attitude. 


Since that time the state government 
has been reorganized and the distribu- 
tion of patronage has been under way. 
There are not enough political jobs to go 
round. The supply is several thousand 
mort. Legislators have not been able to 
get what they want. There is bitterness 
and heart burning. N 

It is possible the governor will call the 
assembly together, but he will take a 
long political chance when he does so. 
And it is because of this that Springfield 
politicians do not believe he has threat- 
ened this alternative. They do not be- 
neve he has made any threats of any 
kind, though he doubtless-feels as tle 
public does regarding the coal matter. 

When Secretary Lane undertook to 
handle the coal operators at Washington 
by suggesting that the government might 
take over the mines and operate them, 
one of the Illinois operators replied that 
Mr. Lane “talked like a man who was 
betting on two deuces.“ Gov. Lowdens 
hand is no stronger than Lane's. He is

COAL MEN FACE 
CLOSE INQUIRY 
INTO FINANCES 


Thorough investigation into the finan- 
cial status and ownership of the bit coal 
producing companies of Illinois, as well 


the costs of materials they are using | 
mining, is being considered as the 5 
step on the program ot the state council 
of defense in its move to bring coal 
prices down to a reasonable figure. 

The inquiry, if made, will be conducted 


| under the drastic powers conferred upon 
the council under the act creating it, 


and will be aimed especially toward 
uncovering watered capitalizations, un- 
justifiably high operating expenses, and 
contracts that have been made by the 
companies for the sale of coal at prices 
so low as to manifestly be designed to 
enable them to force up and maintain 
unduly high prices for “ free coal. 


-o- 

Some of the large companies oper- 
ating properties in the state are owned 
and controlled by banking interests in 
eastern cities which are profiting also 
by unusually high prices in other coal 
producing states. These companies in 
Illinois, according to data in the hands 
of the state councfl, have taken the lead 
this year in carrying on the propaganda 
for higher coal prices. 

Financial reports of some of the com- 
panies show that their capital stock has 
been increased many thousands, and 
even millions of dollars this year, and 
the claim is made that they are trying 
to pay all of the reorganization ex- 
penses from the profits of a single year’s 
operation. 

Neither Samuel Insull, chairman of 
the state council, nor other members 
who met with Gov. Lowden in confer- 
ence at Springfield Wednesday, would 
discuss the investigation that is under 
consideration.

Statements have been made to mem- 
bers of the state council by small oper- 
ators in the state that they are com- 
pelled to follow the large concerns if 
they remain in business at all.
